THE INJUNCTION REFUSED. 


|} Edison Electric Light Company Fails 
to Prevent Imperial’s Use of the 
Three-Wire System. 


The Edison Electric Light Co. was dealt 
a heavy bloW in the United States District 


Court, when Judge Adams refused its ap- 


plication for an injunction against the Im- 
perial Electric Light, Heat and Power Co., 
for an alleged infringement of patent. 

It was alleged that the defendant was 
using the three-wire system of the Edison 


Co., and refused to pay for the privilege. 

The plaintiffs further intimated that the 
Imperial Co. has made serious intoads on 
its -business, causing a loss of thousands 


of dollareé—the exact amownt it was un- 
able to determine without overhauling the 
books of the Imperial Co. 

Judge Adams’ decision was as follows: 

“First, there has been ho adjudication by 
any court of concurrent jurisdiction of the 
vaijdity of complainant’s patent after a 
hearing on the merits. 

“Second; there has been no public and 
general acquiescence in complainant’s right 
to an exclusive monopoly in the three-wire 
system of electrical distribution as to raise 
a fair or reasonable presumption of the 
validity of their patent. In fact, the proof 
shows quite the contrary. Divers parties 
appear to be employing the three-wire sys- 
tem, in direct and intentional disregard of 
complainant’s claim to a monopoly therein.

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Such being the facts, it is clear that no 
case is presented for a preliminary injunc- 
tion. The parties’ rights must be deter- 
mined after proof taken and a hearing on 


‘the merits.’’

FAMOUS LAWYER DEAD 


MR. GARLAND POLLARD DIED AT 
UREKA SPRINGS. 


ATTORNEY OF _ RAILROADS. 


He Was Counsel for Many Large. Cor- 
porations and Was Known 
Throughout the Southwest, » 


fe) 


Garland Pollard, one of the oldest and 
most prominent lawyers at the St. Louis 
bar, died at Eureka Springs, Ark., Sun- 
day, at the age of 70 years. 

The direct cause of death was Bright’s 
disease. He contracted this disease in 
1888; and apparently recovered from it, 
but last Christmas he went to his old 
home in Vermont, during rigorous weather, 
and contracted a cold which brought back 
his old trouble. He gradually grew worse 
and went to Eureka Springs eafly in 
March. 

Mr. Pollard was born at Berkshire, Vt., 
Jan. 27, 1829. He commenced the study of 
law at Boston. He was a ‘49er. He made 
two trips around Cape Horn, from Boston 
to San Francisco. His success as a gold 
hunter was not conspicuous. 

He resumed the practice of law in 185? 
at Chicago, but removed to Beardstown, in 
Cass County, Ill, in 1860, and practiced 
in that and adjoining counties successfully 
until 1867, when he came to St. Louis. 
He formed a _ partnership with Percy 
Werner, Aug. 1, 188%, which continued up 
to his death. 

He had an extensive railroad, insurance 
and other corporation practice. He and 
Mr. Werner were counsel for the Balti- 
more Ohio Southwestern, the Mobile & 
Ohio, the Louisville, Evansville & St. Louis, 
the Erie and other railroads and for the 
Fidelity and Casualty, the United States 
Casualty and. other insurance companies 
and the American Refrigerator Transit 
Co. 

He was married «uring his residence at 
Beardstown to a daughter of N. B. Thomp- 
son, a wealthy eitizen of Cass County. Sine 
died in 1888 No children were born to 
‘them... 

The past 10 vears Mr. Pollard had passed 
his summers at St. Albans, N. Y. ‘While 
in St. Lowis he lived a part of the time 
at) Mr. Werner’s home in Cabanne and a 
»art of the time at the Grand Avenue, St. 
Nicholas and Sonthern Hotels. He made 
frequent trips tc Eureka Springs, and was 
a familiar figure at the Crescent Hotel. 

He leaves one of the largest private law 
libraries in St. Louis, a large goneral li- 
brary and a considerable competency. 

Mr. Pollard was of an exceedingly re- 
served dispositicn. He was a book man, 
His only intimate friends were a few. of 
the oleer members of the bar. He wus 
conceded to have great abilitv and was 
scrupulo:nsiy exact and conscientious in all 
his dealings. 

The remains will be brought to St. Louls 
Tuesday morning. The funeral will take 
place from the residence of this niece, Mrs. 
e. T. Ustick,. 5G. Bartmer. avenue, Tres- 
ay.

The stroke fell upon Jesse Vinoent, 
nephew of one of the proprietors, who was 
at work in, the office. The current passed 
dowm one of his legs, tore off his trousers 
and annihilated one of his shoes. It then 
tore a great hole in the floor and passed 
into the ground. : 

Young Vincent was severely stunned by 


the shock, and for a few moments it was 
supposed of course he had been killed, but 
Strangely enough he quickly recovered 
himself, and in half an hour declared he 
felt perfectly well. 

Telephone messages were then sent to 
the firm’s offices in St. Louis, in the Gay 
Building, and Mr. Vincent weft across to 
ascertain the extent of the damage, which

They brought with them a repetition of the 
story of pvrivation and death, and many 
bore evidence on their bodies of the rav- 
ages of scurvy and frost. A man named 
Young hobbled off the vessel on the stubs 
of two legs. Alex Powell has but one foot. 

F. C. Gootiwin of Oakland, whose legs are 
black with scurvy and his knees bruised by 
contact with the ice, tells an interesting 
story of his experiences, which were sim- 
ilar to that of others. While camped in 
the interior his partner, Wesley Scheidecker 
of Grand Ridge, Ill, fell sick with scurvy 
and soon became unable to travel. Good- 
win atrapped him on a sled and started to 
the coast. After four days of almost her- 
culean labor, he arrived at the mouth of 
Chait River, but his partner was frozen 
stiff to the sled. He buried him in the 
snow.. .

Georgia Lynchings Denounced by Rev. 
Cortland Myers. 

NEW YORK, May 1.—Rev. Cortland My- 
ers, in the prelude to his sermon at the 
Baptist Temple last night, in Brookin, de- 
nounced in strong language the recent 
lynchings in Georgia. He said: 

“Was there ever a more shocking, dis- 


graceful scene upon the American conti- 
nent than that which occurred in Georgia 
this last week. The facts were too inhuman 
and brutal to be printed in the daily pepers. 
But the protest should not be geilenced. 
The condemnation of such barbarism can 
not be too emphatic. There is not a eav- 
age tribe on the planet which cannot point 
the finger of shame at the bloodthirsty and 
horrible crime which, took place upon 
American soil and itn the highest light of 
civilization. I care not what may have 
been the instigation or what factors enter 
into the explanation; it is worthy of the 
bitterest condemnation and unworthy the 
shadow of civilization. It was a crime 
against law and humanity and everything 
sacred in human life. Great as were the 
wrongs of their victims, the frenzy of their 
savagery is without excu There is no 

alliation for such brutality and horror.

EX-MINISTER TO SPAIN ON 


LEGITIMATE EXPANSION. 


WANTS CUBA AND PORTO RICO. 


But Is Opposed to the Annexation of 
Territory Distant From This 
Country’s Protection and 
Control.

Hannis Taylor, ex-United States 
Minister to Spain, spent Monday in St. 
Louis,. onhisway to his home in Mobile, 
Ala. Mr. Taylor has been in Boston, where, 
on April 19th, Patriots’ Day, he delivered 
a speech before the Society of the Song of 
the Revolution :on ‘“‘Expansion; Legitimate 


and Illegitimate.”’ 

In the title of his lecture, Mr. Taylor 
has introduced into the political phrase- 
ology a new term, which fs rapidly becom- 
ing popular. 

Speaking of the position he has assumed, 
ex-Minister Taylor said he had arrived at 
his conclusions after mature and complete 
consideration of the expansion question in 
all its details. He could not sympathize, 
said he, with the calamity howlers who saw 
in: the policy of annexation nothing but 
utter ruin; but on the other hand he dif- 
fered radically from those who favor the 
permanent retention by this country of all 
the territory which it now holds. His is 
rather a middle course, favoring a policy, 
for which he hae coined the new term. 

This he tersely defines by saying he would 
restrict annexation to territory lying in 
the Western Hemisphere, within the reach 
of our direct influence. This he calls le- 
gitimate expansion, 

“I believe the manifest destiny. of Cuba 
and Porte Rico to be annexation to the 
United States,’ he says. ‘This is as it 
should be. for the trade of both countries 
is entirely controlled here, and, apart from 
their strategic value in case of interna- 
tional warfare, the commercial aspect of 
the question should determine the- result, 
‘To my mind, the holding of the Philip- 
pines is fraught with gravest dangers. We 
would be plunged into the vortex of the 
Eastern question and would surely be 
drawn into the complications that are 
slowly but surely coming to a head, For 
117 years we have pursued an independent 
course, and the result&S have been wonder- 
ful. Our country is inexhaustible in its 
resources and practically undeveloped. We 
have more than a sufficiency of room for 
its growth, no matter how rapid it may be, 
for ‘the next 100 years. So our case is in 
no wise similar to that of England, upon 
which expansion was forced on aceeunt of 
Over-population. 

‘In itself. the a@nexation of these far 
BDastern islands is a dangerous mistake, 
and were it to be consummated, it would 
intensified a hundred fold by the fall- 
ure of the last Congrevs to appropriate 
funds for the construction of. the Nicara- 
gua Canal, which is absolutely essential 
to our national welfare, were we to con- 
tinue to occupy the territory the natives are 
now disputing with us. Outside of this, 
however, the Nicarauga Canal would be 
most valuable to our maritime interests 
and I sincerely hope that we will shortly 
see its completion.” 

When asked if he thought a possible so- 
lution of the problem lay in the cession of 
the Philippines to England, we to receive 
her West India sessions in return, Mr. 
Taylor responded that it would be very 
happy, indeed. 

“T question, however, whether it would be 
practical; if skillful diplomacy could man- 
age it, no better way out of the difficulty 
could be desired.”’ 

Mr. Taylor eaid he considered that the 
importance of Capt. Coghlan’s recent in- 
discretion had been overestimated. It was 
a trivialty, in his opinion.

We hold that the policy known as imperialism 
is hostile to liberty and tends to militarism, 
an evil from which it has been our glory to be 
free. We regret that it is now necessary in the 
land of Washington and Lincoln to reaffirm that 
all men, of whatever race or color, are entitled to 
life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness. We still 
maintain that governments derive their pow- 
ers from the consent of the governed. e insist 
that the forcible subjugation of a purchased peo- 
ple is ‘‘criminal ea ell and open disloyalty 
to the distinctive nciples of our government. 

We honor our soldiers and sailors in the Pbilip- 
pine Islands for their unquestioned bravery, and 
we mourn with the whole nation for the American 
lives that bave been sacrificed. Their duty was 
obedience to orders; our duty is diligent inquiry 
and fearless protest. We hold that our own Gov- 
ernment created the conditions which have brought 
about the sacrifice. 

We earnestly condemn the policy of the present 
National Administration in the Philippines. It 
is the spirit of '76 that our Government is striv- 
ing to extinguish in those islands; we denounce 
the attempt and demand its abandonment. We 


| deplore and resent the siaughter of the Filipinos 


as a needless horror, a deep dishonor to our nation. 

We protest inst the extension of American 
empire by Spanish methods, and demand the im- 
mediate cessation of the war against liberty, be- 
gun by Spain and continued by us.

NATION'S CASH BOY. 


TREASURY RECEIPTS FELL OFF 
$15,400,000 IN APRIL. 


A Part of It Is Due to the Payment of 
$20,000,000 to Spain for the 
Philippines. 


WASHINGTON, May 1—Treasury re 
ceipts for April fell $15,400,000 below those 
of March, while the expenditures were 
$22,800,000 more than those for the month 
previous. This great difference does not, 
however, indicate a large falling off in the 
ordinary receipts or a large increase in the 
ordinary expenditures. The receipts for 
March were increased by the payment to 
the government of mearly $12,000,000 on ac- 
count of Pacific Railway settlement, while 
the expenditures for April were increased 
by the drawing of the warrants for the 
payment of $20,000,000 to Spain. 

Leaving out of account two items, the re- 
ceipts for March were only about $3,000,000 
larger than those for April, and the ex- 
penditures for the latter month were less 
than $3,000,000 greater than those for March, 
notwithstanding that the interest payments 
for April were $,W0,000, against only $462,- 
108 for March. 

For April the receipts were $41,611,587, and 
the expenditures, including the payment to 
Spain, were $65,854 000, showing a deficit for 
the month of $24, 242, 412. The receipts from 
customs were $17,645,945) from internal rev- 
enue $22,207,009, and from miscellaneous 


‘sources $1,768,541. 


The deficit for the fiscal year to date 
amounts to $109,300,288, but the probabilities 
are that the deficit for the entire year will 
not be in excess of the estimate of $112,000,- 
000 made by Secretary Gage in his annual 
report. Expenditures on account of the 
War Department have not decreased as 
rapidly as had been hoped,on account of the 
hostilities in the Phippines, but the recent 
favorable reports from Gen. Otis have led 
the treasury officials to belleve that b 
July 1 practically all of the volunteers will 
have been mustered out of the service, the 
heavy expenditures for transportation and 
subsistence of troops will have been ma- 
terially reduced and the army expenses gen- 
erally brought down more mearly to a nor- 
mal basis. 

If these expectations are realized it is 
thought that the treasury can run about 
even from the beginning of the new fiscal 
eee, and that the estimated deficit of $30,- 

000 for that year will not develop. The 
Secretary’s estimates for that year are 
based on an expected revenue of $610,958,112, 
and an estimated expenditure of $641,006, 490.

Policy of Extortion on Merchants

NICARAGUA 


WASHINGTON, May 1.—Advices received 
here from ®Bluefields, Nicaragua, indicate 
that the situation there, so far ag American 
interests are concerned, is extremely unsat- 
isfactory and discouraging. It is being im- 
pressed upon the officials here that persons 
high in the Nicaraguan Government are 
pursuing a policy calculated very deliberate- 
ly to crush the American business in- 
terestsa, now of considerable magnitude in 
the Mosquito Coast country. 

Ever since the Clarence rebellion, some 

ears ago, the Nicaraguan Government has 

en jealous of the growing importance 
of the American settlements, and the Reyes 
rebellion, recently, seems to have confirmed 
it in the determination to destroy the 
American influence in that section. The 
Nicarag s hold the American merchant 
responsible for the rebellion. They have 
consequently determined to impose upon 
these American merchants the entire ex- 
pense to which the Government was put in 
repressi the rebellion, amounting to about 
,000. is could not be done directly 
without a breach of international law, 
hence the attempt was made to collect a 
large part of it through demands upon the 
merchants for a second pormens, upon im- 

orts paid to the defacto Government o 
Piuefields while Reyes was in puesession o 
the place. The reports show that this Gov- 
ernment of Reyes was actually de facto in 
the full eense of the term. In proof of 
this, it is shown that Estrada, the Nicara- 
guan Governor of the place, sought and 
was given refuge in the United States Con- 
sular Agency. Also the duties collected on 
imports were collected for Reyes by the 
same treasurer, who had held the place for 
the past three years. 

The American interests !n Blueflelds alone 
now aggregate fully $2,000,000, and the State 
Department is determined that ey shall 
be protected against the proposed extortion, 
so that interesting news is expected at any 
moment, in view of a United States man- 
of-war there, the Detroit, to execute the 
orders of the department.

As the farmer has to buy all manufactured articles from 
trusts, it is evident that he is vitally interested in the trust 
problem, The trusts have been putting up prices all along the 
line. If they choose to do so, they can continue this process 
until, like Pharaoh of old, they compel the farming popula- 
tion to throw their lands, chattels, sons and daughters and 
themselves into bondage for the indebtedness they will be 
forced to contract. -

NEW CYCLE BOARD OF TRADE 
HAS BEEN FORMED. 


INTERESTING . LOCAL’. NEWS. 


About the Trade, the Outlaws and 
Wheel Things in General. 


The organization of a new Cycle Board of 
Trade in St. Louis is one of the signs of 
returning prosperity for the dicycle, 

This fact shows that we have now enough 
dealerg to form a respectably sized body 
and, having a goodly number of: dealers, 
would indicate an increase among riders. 

I am glad that the board has. been 
formed. I prefer to speak of it as a new 
organization rather than a reorganization 
of the old board because the memory 
of the former Cycle Board of Trade is not 
pleasant in the nostrils of the public. The 


new board has able men in it. They have 
had a lot of experience and can do much 


for wheeling... They have, no doubt, profited 
by the experience gained in former times 
and will avoid the mistakes that were made 
by their predecessors. The cycle trades- 
people are peculiarly situated to do an im- 
mense amount of good for the sport, for 
the simple reason that they are pecuniarily 
interested in its welfare and will not quit 
work simply because they were tired. It 
is to their interests to keep hard at it all the 
time and I think they will do so. With such 
men ag Bob Hill, E. N. Sanders, James Ar- 
buckle, Jr., and Billy L&ing, they ought to 
stir matters up a trifle. 


One of the things that pleases me most 
about the new board is that it will make 
no attempt to control prices or regulate the 
policy of its members in selling wheels. The 
old board fixed a regular scale of prices 
for everything and then most of the deal- 
ers broke the schedule. The plan would not 
only not work, but it was decidedly unlaw- 
ful. In these days of trusts and rapid 
growth of combines I am opposed to every- 
thing that savors of the nature of monop- 
olies and I am glad that the new board has 
spoken and spoken plainly that it will not 
attempt to control prices. 


Outside of private interests the board can 
be very useful to the sport. It can aid the 
L. iA. W. in the work for better streets, it 
can aid promoters of cycling events, it can 
aid in the legislative work and in many 
ways boom cycling, which will naturally 
result in increased business. 


If the board keeps within the lines it now 
| ee peey to do, and does not attempt to 

ictate to the wheeling public everything, it 
should do and should not do, it will be a 
success, 

The mention of amy Laing’s name recalls 
the fact that scarcely anything has been 
written about cycling in this city for the 
past ten years in which it has not been 
necessary to speak of him. I know of no 
event in the wheeling world that he has not 
been connected with excepting outlaw 
events and the organization of the sore- 
head United Wheeling Clubs, and it would 
not be to his credit had he been connected 
with these. It seems that Billy’s fame is 
not confined to St. Louis, and that out- 
siders recognize that he is one to tie to. 
Last week Laing received a letter from 
George D. Greenburg, the newly fledged 
member of the outlaw cycle races, offering 
him the position as Missouri he angi ape 
of the N. C. A., with the privilege of ap- 
pointing the local handicapper. Greenburg 
got a chilly reply, that’s all. 

Laing is the second St. Louls man the 
outlaws have tried to get hold of with- 
out success. John B. Sheridan, ex-member. 
of the Racing Board, was approached with- 
out success. As yet no Missouri man of 
standing has been found who will cast his 
lot with the outcasts. y

One young man, while 
riding at dusk, the other evening, narrowly 
missed one of the posts. The fellow that 
planted them is criminally foolish.

NEW RULE ON TRANSATLANTIC

APPLIES TO 


ALL OFFICERS. 


Several Disasters, it Is Said, Were 
Caused by Familiarity With Pas- 
sengers and Neglect of Duty.. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NDW YORK, May 1.—The attention of 
the officers on the Transatlantic liners 
now in port was called yesterday to the 
new rule of ‘the Peninsular and Oriental 
Steamship Co., which forbids any excess 
of social intercourse on the part of the 
junior navigatorg with the passengers on 
the ship. 

Inquiry developed the fact that a rule 
has been promulgated by the American 
Line prohibiting the officers below the 
rank of chief from spending their time 
with passengers during their off-watch. 

It is the popular idea that one of the 
chief perquisite’s of an officer's life aboard 
a big passenger vessel is the frequent op- 
portunity for making acquaintances and 
flirting with pretty women passengers. 

Officers of all the big English lines and 
of'the American Line gaid yesterday that 
nothing could be further from the truth. 

The cause of the rule on the P. & O. 


steamers, which run to the Orient, was 
the ‘‘piling up’’ of the Steamship China in 
the Red Sea. It was stated by an officer 
yesterday that the direct cause of the loss 
of the China was the celebration on the 
night before of the birthday of a popular 
young woman passenger, the junior of- 
ficers having been incapacitated by the 
festivity for duty. 

A big German ship with many lives was 
lost.. it was said, because an officer. was 
ay with a young woman. 

Pp. & junior officers, many of 
éihoes are socially prominent at home, 
are resigning in shoals, The obnoxious 
rule has been Y are up about the ships 
of the line, and to this the strongest ob- 
jection is made. The posting of the order 
is considered humiliating. 

On the American Wine if an officer is 
seen, pending his off-watch, in a tete-a-tete 
with a young won@an passen’ er he is repri- 
manded by the officer of the watch and 
sent to his room. Repetition of the offense 
means dismissal from the service. 

Exceptions are made in favor of the 
chief officer, the purser, the doctor and the 
executive officers, the latter two being 
expected to make themselves agreeable 
to everybody, while the chief oflicer on 
this line presides at one of the dining’ 
saloon tables and sees ‘that everything 
goes right in that part of the saloon which 
is not under the eye of the captain. 

(Cunard Line officers said yesterday that 
flirting became an old story, that they had 
their duties to look after and hed no time 
for making love at sea, and that, more- 
over, if an officer were caught in such 
practices his connection with the ship 
would speedily terminate. ; 

They said that the P. & O. boats made 
] slow trips, that the junior officers 
dined in the cabin, a practice which is 
not allowed on the Transatlantic liners, 
and that a great many of the P. O. 
men of good families choose that line on 
account of its social advantages.

Not a probationary patrolman is on the 
police force to-day. The wholesale decapl- 
tation took place Sunday night and 131 
men were deprived of their positions. 

In the Central Police District, embracing 
that territory between the river and Jeffer- 
son avenue and Chouteau and Wasl.’ng- 
ton avenues, 144 policemen were employed 
until Sunday. Of these 72 were wvrobation- 
aries and @ of them were walking beats, 
the others being assigned to office work. 

The Fourth District, the next in im- 


portance to the Central District, had 123 

olicemen, of whom 22 were probationaries. 
This wholesale reduction wili leave 20 beats 
in each of these districts without proper 
olice protection. Capts. Reynolds and 
Kiely will have to rearsango their forces 
and double thé size of their beats in order 
to cover their territery at all. 

No patrolmen can be brought from the 
other districts, because the probationaries 
were scattered among everv district in the 
city and each district is aout equally han- 
dicapped. 

The famous Broadway squad has been 
disrupted, but not quite abolished.

NO WONDER THERE WAS FEAR. 


A Cloud, “No Bigger Thah a Man's 
Hand,” Obscured the Brightest 
| of Planets. ° 


The phenomenon observed Saturday night 
by Prof. Robert Zudien, which its de- 
Scribed by many St; Louisans who wit- 
nessed it as “the disappearance of Jupiter,”’ 
proved to be an optical illusion, attended, 
however, by scenes that were picturesque 
and beautiful. 

A West End citizen, who happened to 
be watching the sky at 11 o’clock Sat- 
urday night thus describes the incident: 

“It was about 11:15 o’clock when I sat 


down at my bedroom window to get the 
benefit of the cool breezes that were just 
then springing up from the south. In my 
portion of the city it was dark above the 
roofs of the houses, but as usual the glare 
of electric Nights hung over the downtown 
Streets. . 

“Apparently there was not a cloud in 
the sky. Every visible star stood out like 
SS glittering as on a midsummer 
night. 

‘“Listlessly I sat there looking at Jupiter 
—Which seemed to me larger and more 
brilliant than ever—when suddenly it dis- 
appeared. I was actually startled. I 
Shaded my eyes with both Neate to shut 
out the rays of the electric light from @ 
Street corner lamp, and stared without 
winking. Jupiter was gone. I don’t won- 
der the South St. Louis people who saw 
the illusion were frightened I felt a thrill 
of excitement myself—a world had fallen 
into the fathomless abyss of space. 

“There was still not a cloud visible in all 
the expanse of thé heavens, not even a sug- 
gestion of one. I arose and took a turn 
about my room. Not being an astronomer, 
I ‘was yet able to presume that my eye- 
sight, which had felt overstrained because 
of much service during the day and evene- 
ing, needed a rest. 

“Five minutes passed before I took anoth- 
er view of the southeastern heavens. Shad- 
ing my eyes again with both hands I con- 
fess I was surprised and, again startled. 
Jupiter was still not visib but spreading 
to the north of it, like an antler’s prongs, 
were three vaporous clouds, so thin that 
the stars could be seen behind them. The 
hree had evidently been bunched when they 
passed before Jupiter, separating immedi- 
ately after. In a few minutes Jupiter was 
again visible. The clouds had been indis- 
cernable so long as they hung over the city, 
obscured by the glare of electric lights that 
rendered the upper air darker by contrast. 

“So there was no phenomenon after all, 
People in a great city who do not look a 
the heavens often, need to be told that the 
blackness above the city is always of such 
a character that stars cannot be seen be- 
low a given angle at any tima and that a 
fine, vaporous cloud could easily pass over 
without being observed or ‘even obscuring 
a prominent star. Un this instance the 
cloud rose high enough to blot out the most 
brilliant of the planets.” 


SUICIDE OF A PATROLMAN. 


Officer Henry Flammger Shot Himsaclf 
: in the Head, 
A ‘Coroner’s jury returned a verdict of 
suicide, despite the wife’s testimony, in 
the case of Patrolman Henry Flammeger, 


who killed himself at home, 194 Withnell 
avenue, Sunday morning. 

‘Mrs. iammger is positive her husband 
shot himself accidentally. She says he 
was in a very happy mood when he re- 
turned home from his beat at 3:30 Sunday 
morning, and laughed and joked with her 
and announced his intention of going on 
a fishing trip for the day, as he did not 
have to return to his beat until Monday 
morning.

Other writers than the Freacshinan have 
given us bloodstained thougi lovavle he- 
roes, in fact, most of the men of fiction who 
have an enduring grasp on our affections, 
from Robinson Cr‘isve through ithe itist of 
the Leather Stocking Tales. Ampyas Leigh, 
Denys, Allan Breck, (haries U Majlev and 
all the others, down to, or up to, Mulvaney 
were men who took human life with great 
facility. But not one of them was so ruth- 
less as D’Artagnan. He slew and stole and 
déceived women, all with a grace so de- 
bonaire that one can no more blame him 
than one could censure — David for 
finding favor with Nabal’s wife or Samson 
for slaying? the Ppilistines. D’Artagnan 
won’t bear a cold analysis. Judged by 
modern standards he should have been 
gibbeted. But he was a bonnie lad for all 
that. He was hot of blood and cvol of 
brain, and in a‘ great hurry to do the two 
things he fancied men were made for— 
fighting and loving. 

‘lr. & Neill interprets the characie: with 
delightful dash and vigor. He ‘has not the 
saturnine turn of Sothern—which Is realiy 
appropriate in Dumas’ D’Artagnan. He is 
as mercurial as Salvini, but it is the livell- 
ness of an Irishman, rather than of the 


latin, 

He fights like a devil, maxes love like a 
troubadour, and cracks a joke Jike a lad 
from South of Sligo. 

The version of the play presented at the 
Olympic last night is by Sidney Grunde, 
It begins with @ prologue, in which Annie 
De Breuil, afterwards known as Miladi, is 
branded. In the first scene of the play 
yroper D’Artagnan appears mounted on a 
Pain, vicious horse. It is not the saf- 
fron-colored brute that Dumas pictures, but 
A wiry dun that keeps several men busy 
reventing him from ae over the foot. 
lconen After the horse is led off a coach 
drawn by a pair of white steeds comes on 
and Miladi gets out of the coach. D’Ar- 
tagnon promptly falls in love with her, 
and shows it, and she indicates that #he 
is attracted by him. He has a controversy 
with the Cardinal and kills half a dozen 
or so of His Eminence’s guards. Mlladi 
intercedes for him with Richelieu, and he 
is pardoned. In the second act comes the 
meeting of D’Artagnan and the Musketeers. 
The duel resukts in a lot more of the Car- 
dinal’s guards getting killed. The next 
scene shows D’Artagnan in Miladi's cham- 
ber, making hot love and promising to 
kill the Duke of Buckingham, and kissing 
her with tempestuous fervor. Miladi be- 
traye herself, and D’Artagnan learns that 
ehe is Annie De Breuil, He denounces her, 

nd she tries to kill him. He disarms her, 
hen routs one of those ubiquitous guards 
of the Cardinal, and jumps out of a window 
just in time to dodge a shower of musket 


alls fired by othérs of the Cardinal's 
Next comes the meeting in D’Ar- 
between the Duke of 
the Musketeers. Bona- 
jeux is entrapped, Constance—who Is pre- 
ented as Bonacieux’s daughter, instead of 
is wife—enliste D’Artegnan and his friends 
in the service of the Queen, and the ground- 
work laid for the discomfiting of Richelieu, 
In the third act the Queen has her inter- 
view with Buckingham, and iin the last 
she is enabled to prove that-#he didn't by 
omg J the diamonds that ahe gave him, 
they having been recovered by D'Artagna4n.

Miss 
Nora O’Brien makes an attractive Cone- 
etance. 

The produotion of the play is one to 
linger in the memory.
